brakes 
The train dispatcher starts a 
•rain at a certain time; he halts it at 
certain stations at certain times; he 
side tracks it for a period of vary ing 
length; the watch of the conductor on 
th** side tracked train must agree with 
the watch of t h*> conductor on Hie ex- 
presa to which it** had to give way; 
each station master along the road 
checks the time of every train that: 
stops or flies past 
In order that there may* he agree­ 
ment among all these railroad men 
there must obviously he not only time 
pieces, but accurate timepieces. Thera 
must also ho some means of Inspect­ 
ing the timepiece**; to soc if they ar* 
accurate aud if they agree with some 
standard 
The railroad man is there­ 
for** compelled to tiny n*>i simply an 
ordinary 
watch of reasonable value, 
but a particularly good watch, a time 
pi**, i* which is adjusted to heal, cold 
aud af least three positions, 
These 
three positions ate jxmdant up. aa 
carried in Hie pocket; dial tip aud dial 
down 
Sin h un instrument will not 
vary more than thirty seconds a week, 
which is a good deal more accurate 
than many scientific instruments of 
precision used in la bora tories

railroad watch, for a lex cr set watch 
is preferred to the pendant set watch 
because there is just the chance that 
Hi** stem of tit** pendant set may not 
be pushed back after setting through 
an oversight.

of watches that are used on other 
roads throughout tie* country it is 
evident that th** value must run up 
into it and reds of thousands of dollars. 
In order that the watch may be kept 
up t*» a regular standard if must he 
inspected regularly. 
There is not only 
a general time inspector on most rail­ 
roads, but a staff of local inspectors 
who a po pin-cd aloof the road at con­ 
venient points and to whom the men 
may resort when tliter wish to com 
{tare their time with Hie standard time 
at that place. 
Once every tw*o weeks 
Hie railroad man submits his watch to 
such ail inspector, usually a Jeweler 
cr watchmaker bv profession 
The inspector gives his expert opin­ 
ion on tin* condition of the timepiece.
